The President, who on rising to speak was 
greeted with much applause, said : My Jord and 
xenilemen, I have now the honour to propose 
to/you the toast of the evening, “The China 
Association.”

1 
must firs! thank you for the great honour you 
have done me in clecting me as your President 
for the present year. We, have had many dis- 
tinguished presidents who had presided at this 
table before, and (he ideal presidentte my mind 
should be, as. hitheste either one ‘of those dis- 
tinguished officials who from the natuse of his 
appolilinent has acquired a full ka wleelge of 
all our interests in both China and Japan, or 
else a reptesentative of one of the large mer- 
contile and shipping firme whoby reason of their 
large business connections at all the ports are 
in constant touch and sympathy with all the 
British “interests therein, (Applause) | We 
have been fortunate in securing many Presid: 
ents to answer such a description; and, what- 
ever my shoricominuys may be, we can rejoice 
in knowing that we have members on our roll 
who are avail ble to maintain in the future the 
reputation that our Presidents have so fully. es- 
Coblished in the past. “As it was my. gand 
fortune 10 have something to do with the in- 
ception of the Astociation in 1288, I might be 
tempted to a review of all that the Association 
has done during these past 15 Years; but a 
glance at the Minute Book of our committee, 
and at the voluminous reports that have been 
issued to members under the imprimatur of our 
Mire hon. secretary—an ideal hon, secretary 
(applause) I will venture to call him—has con- 
virced me, as it would: you, that it would be 
impossible to make’ any such review on the 
present occasion, uring those comparatively 
few years much, however, has happe:ed in 
China, and new problems of vast importance 
have arises to be dealt with by the Celestial 
Empire-and by those interested in her trade 
and welfare. Forgetting nothing that is old 
ind Varning nothing that is new, China has 
enierged from a crushing defeat at the hands 
of Japan, of her Army, of her Navy, and of her 
antique maxims and ideas to incur new d.fi- 
culties an.l new financial embarrassments in 
consequence of her recent oulrageous attack 
upon the Légations in Peking. By so doing 
she bas needlessly incurred a debt, the service 
of which may alienate the’ whole of her .Cus- 
toms Revenue for many years to come, she 
has also to face additional complications with’ 
Rus ia in her Northern Provinces, whilst Ger- 
mary has acquired a large position of her 
leritory in Shadgtung and France after 
detaching her vtegal states in Indo-China, is 
pressing on her frontier in Yuna, Japan has 
‘seized Formosa, and the 1 zerainty . which 
China at one time claime! to exercise over 
Korea have vanished like the morning mi 4. 
leaving that kingdow to defend itsindependence 
as best -he can with very designing neighbours 
at her doors, ‘he benefits that have accrued, 
to the Buish Empire throughout all these 
incidents are not yet ie ahr alt ae 
the small acquisitions of territory which we 
have im.de round the thinly inhabited districts 
of the harbours of Hongkong and. Wei-hai-wei’ 
are but specks on the map as compared with 
the territorial aggrandisemant of other Powers. 
Our slatesmen, indeed, seem to have avoided 
territorial aggrandisement as much ns nassible, 
and Ihave no doubt they had very good reas 
sons for doing so, but it is amusing, in face of 
wh t ather Powers have done, to find it re- 
corded that we yave up our accupation of 
Chusin so as not to himilitate China, or to 
wound the suscep ibilities of France ; and that 
we hanled down our flag at lot Hamilton, 
Teturning those three little islands to Korea, in 
deference to the fe lings of Russia, who gave at 
this, juncture “a most’ explicit: pudruntee, 
distinctly declaring «she would nat ‘occupy 
Korean territory.” 1 night quote other instances 
to indicate that’ in the matter of territorial 


acquisition at all events we have not added |: 


much to our visible prestige in the Far Enst,

Power in Manchuria ; to consent to the Russian 
administration of districts traversed by the 
Eastern Chinese Railway ; to postpone the date 
of the Russian withdrawal to March next, and 
to guaran’ee all the privileges granted to Rus- 
sia up to the present time. The French Min- 
ister further proposed to advance twenty million 
taels in ordex that the Government might have 
funds for military operations in Kiangsi. If 
this plan was not acceptable he offered to send 
French troops to suppress the rioters.
